S of the meaning and the use of the word as he learns to spell it. 

If the context does not make the meaning of a word clear to a 

pupil, it does enable him to use his dictionary intelligently in 

getting the meaning of the word. 

By means of this method of presentation words are reviewed, 
many of the more difficult ones repeatedly. This review is not a 
mere mechanical repetition of the isolated word; each time the 
word recurs it is in use. This is the most eflfective kind of review. 
At the same time the meaning of the word is becoming, for the 
child, broader, fuller, and more clearly defined. 

Throughout the series words in columns are separated into 
syllables and the primary accent marked. All words in use appear 
in their usual form. Webster has been followed in spelling, pro- 
nunciation, syllabication, marking (which appears only in the list 
of foreign words in Book VII), and accent.

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Note to the Teacher, The following groups of words may be 
learned more readily and effectively through the ear than through 
the eye alone. They should be taken up in connection with the 
regular work thi'oughout the book. Whenever a word to be found 
in these phonetic groups is given in a column in the regular lessons, 
a number is inserted at the right of the word; this number indi- 
cates the phonetic group in which that word is found. For example, 
^ame 4 is found in group 4. When the one word of the group is 
learned, the remaining words — or as many of them as necessary -^ 
should be spelled by sound, with little or no study through the eye. 
This spelling by sound may be written as well as oral. The repeated 
association at one time of the same lettei-s with the same sounds, 
together with the thoughtful use of consonants with these sounds 
in forming the different words, is not only a most effective and eco- 
nomical way of mastering these particular words, but it also serves 
to develop a sense of sound, the lack of which is often at the root 
of poor spelling.
